John Whiteclay Chambers II is Distinguished Professor and former Chair of the
History Department at Rutgers University, New Brunswick, New Jersey. He earned his
Ph.D. at Columbia University and taught there for ten years before joining the Rutgers
University faculty in 1982. His books, several of which have won prizes, include 7o
Raise an Army: The Draft Comes to Modern America (Free Press/Macmillan, 1987); The
Tyranny of Change: America in the Progressive Era, 1890-1920 (St. Martin’s Press,
1980; nd edition, revised, Rutgers University Press, 2000); World War II, Film and
History (Oxford, 1996) Major Problems in American Military History (Houghton
Mifflin, 1999), and The Oxford Companion to American Military History (Oxford, 1999).
He helped to found the Rutgers Oral History Archives of World War II and still serves as
Chair of its Academic Advisory Committee. He has authored many scholarly articles and
book reviews, and he regularly reviews books on military history for the Washington
Post.

Among his professional awards are Outstanding Teacher Awards at Columbia
University and Rutgers University, a Rockefeller Fellowship, a Fulbright Fellowship to
the University of Rome, a Visiting Lectureship at the University of Tokyo, and a
Fellowship at the Institute for Advanced Study in Princeton.
